CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


TWENTY-FOURTH 
SESSION - THIRTY'-SEV­ 
ENTH DAY. 


SE N A T E . 


Sacramento, February' $, 1S81. 
The Senate m et in regalar session at 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. Roll called. 
Quo­ 
rum present. 
Journal of the last m eeting read 
and approved. 
Mr. D a m s said when the Senate adjourned on 
the evening previous he had concluded th at he 
would not make any rem arks upon the pending bill. 
He thought th at all had been said which could be 
sa d in opposition to the bill, and it seemed to him 
th at any rem arks on his part would be really talking 
against time, 
lie was convinced th at the fiat itad 
gone forth, and that the bil would be passed by the 
Senate. 
He deemed it his duty, however, to the 
people whom he represented, to answer some of the 
assertions which had been mode. 
The people whom 
he represented had been enduring burdens which 
did not belong to them alone, bu t which should have 
rested on the shoulders of the State. 
For years all 
the profits of the business of his people had been 
devoted to the protection of themselves and the 
property of the State. The pending question was 
broader than locality, and upon its solution dejiend- 
ed to a considerable extent the prosperity, not only 
of his section, bu t of the entire common wealth. 
He was 
surprised 
at 
the 
efforts 
m aJe by 
Senators 
to 
bring 
the 
question within the 
domain of partisan polities. 
Three years ago, when 
the question had engaged the attention of the Legis­ 
lature, it had no connection with politics; and the 
initiatory steps in the m atter were taken bv a 
Democratic 
adm inistration 
by 
appropriating 
8100,000 for a new departm ent, th at of the State 
Engineer. 
One year ago the m easure under dis­ 
cussion had been considered a good and a necessary 
bill. 
He could not see how the bill had depreciated 
in value in a year. 
It was to be expected, of course, 
that the people of Y’uba and Sutter counties were 
in favor of the retention of the law ; bu t in addition 
to the interests of private owners, 
the salva­ 
tion of 
the 
navigation 
of 
the stream s of 
the 
State 
depended 
upon 
a 
solution 
of 
th is question. The question at issue had been 
thoroughly and properly investigated by the only 
men who were com petent to do i t ; and the pending 
measure had been passed in accordance with their 
recommendation. The speaker had no doubt but 
what the plan set on foot by the State Engineer 
would succeed. 
A repeal of the bill would be a 
declaration that the State Engineer. Eads and Men- 
dell knew nothing about the subject 
They said 
that the completion of the project would save thou­ 
sands and thousands of acres of valuable laud to the 
State which would o.herwise be destroyed. 
The 
friends of the pending bill had offeied 110 substitute 
111 the event of the repeal of the debris Act. He was 
surprised that Senators had the assurance, in the 
face of the testim ony which had been adduced be­ 
fore the committee, to get upon the floor and con­ 
tradict th at evidence. 
There was no doubt that 
these brash dams had withstood the pressure of 
great floods. The building of the dams was only a 
small p art of the work which had been done. 
Dikes and levees had been built along the rivers of 
the State in accordance with the plans proposed one 
year ago. 
One of the Senators who favored the 
bill had set on foot an investigation which had cost 
the State hundreds of dollars, which had auiounted 
to nothing, except to vindicate the character of the 
work of 
the directorship. 
N ine-tenths of the 
people of th e State, if they understood the question, 
would be opposed to the repeal measure. 
The 
sjieaker coneludca by sayiug th a t if tiie Senators 
wished to preserve their reputation for statesm an­ 
ship and wisdom, it behooved them to let the de­ 
bris Act stand where it was. 
Mr. S e a r s said th at the Senator who had ju st taken 
his sent had spent about half an hour 111 defending 
the Drainage Commission when there was not the 
color of a charge against them . 
This would natu­ 
rally lead to the inference th at there was some fire 
behind all this smoke. 
The only successful system 
of drainage which the Drainage Commission had 
carried out was to drain the treasury of th e State 
of about half a million of dollars. To that extent the 
drainage system had been a success. 
Last year the 
speaker had been willing to take the advice of the 
State Engiueer, bu t now he had reached the con­ 
clusion th at the debris scheme had worked injury 
to the State, and consequently was in favor of its 
stoppage. 
He recognized the m agnitude of the 
damage which had stretched over these vallevs. and 
was willing to give such a remedy as he believed 
would bring relief. 
He was satisfied, however, that 
no benefit had been derived from the bill. Last year 
he had thought it was the duty of the State to try 
the experim ent, and then call upon the General 
Government in the interest of commerce to cary it 
out to 
a 
successful 
completion. 
He 
recog­ 
nized 
the 
fact 
th at 
the 
money 
expended 
by 
the 
bill 
was 
a 
loss, and 
the 
sooner 
it was charged to th e profit and lo9g account the 
better it would be for the State. 
Previous to the 
visit of the Legislature to the dam, so conflicting 
had been the statem ents th at they did not know 
w hether it was forty feet or four feet high, bu t since 
th at visit all im partial legislators agreed in the con­ 
clusion that th e scheme of brush dam was a failure. 
Even the farmers in the vicinity <*f /lie works said 
that they were the laughing-stock of the people, 
and he had been informed by hydraulic m iners of 
Nevada county th at the system of brush dums was 
a failure. 
A glance from the dome of the Capitol 
at the 
sea of water, extending 
from m oun­ 
tain 
to 
m ountain 
over 
the 
valley, 
was 
sufficient 
evidence 
of 
the 
failure 
of 
the 
dams. 
He had attentively followed Senator Cheney 
in his argum ents, had accompanied him to the Po 
and the Am o, and had traveled with him over the 
m ountains on mules and snowsboes, and had no­ 
ticed th a t the farther he had wantiered from the 
seat of operations the more eloquent he became. 
He would remind the Senator, however, that they 
had to deal with to-day the views of California, snd 
not with the past and with distant countries. 
The 
speaker asserted th at the theory of brush d?ms was 
on-' which had been conceived subsequent to the pas­ 
sage of the debris Act. 
He read from the report 
of the State 
Engineer 
to 
substantiate 
this 
view of the case. The 
Senator 
proceeded to 
give 
a 
detailed 
description 
of 
the 
result 
of his observation during his visit to the dam , ami 
deduced therefrom th at it was the opposite nf a 
success. 
He illustrated his argum ent with pointed 
and am using anecdotes, and reviewed the pro­ 
gress which had been made by the Drainage Com­ 
mission since its appointm ent, giving the am ount of 
taxes raised for the furtherance of the scheme, and 
directing attention to the fact th at most of the 
counties in the district were delinquent. 
He also 
censured the Commission for hav.ng expended a 
larger am ount than th at derived from the tax, thus 
violating their oath and the statute under which 
they were created. 
He borrowed Senator Cheney's 
illustration of the 
infant m ounting into tlie 
giant, and said th at an 
infant which would 
cost $500,000 would be vastly too expensive when r, 
had become a giant. 
He said th at he had estim ated 
frem the calculation of tin State Engineer th at the 
Bca- river dam would be filled w ith sliekens in 30 
days. The object of the m iners in advocating the 
debris Act was because it would postpone their day 
in Court. 
He quoted from the Recori» Union* of 
p ugust 30, 1880, to show th at Senator Johnson had, 
while i:i the Assembly, obtained for Sacramento ap­ 
propriations aggregating $323,080, and yet Senator 
Johnson complained th at Sacramento had been 
ignored. The Senator concluded by saying th at the 
other House was waiting for testimony, and called 
upon his brother Senators to set them a good ex­ 
ample by repealing the Act and sending it into the 
As embly, th a t 
it m ight 
pronounce judgm ent 
upog it. 
Mr. Cheney replied to the reference made by Mr. 
Sears to his trips on snow shoes by detailing his firet 
experience in th at kind of locomotion and insti­ 
tuting a comparison between his own frantic a t­ 
tem pts to keep his snow-shoes from going in oppo­ 
site directions and the effort made by Mr. Sears to 
reconcile his conflicting course th isj'e a r and last, 
relative to Senate Bill 27. 
Mr. Neumans announced his intention of voting 
for the bill, but acknowledged, in the course of a 
brief speech, that 
he 
would «lo so not from 
the conviction th at such was the right course 
to 
pursue, 
bu t 
bet^iuse his 
constituents 
did not 
desire to 
pay 
any 
more 
taxes 
for the furtherance of the debris scheme. 
He said 
he had listened with some admiration to the argu­ 
m ents th at hail been used, and while there was 
m erit in most cf them , so far as points were con­ 
cerned, he thought none had made any except Sen­ 
ators Hill and Watson. So far as his judgm ent was 
concerned, be thought he was wrong in casting a 
vote for the repeal of the bill. There had been 
nothing offered by those who opposed it, by way of 
a substitute or by way of remedial legislation, and 
he doubted, even in spite of the grand and eloquent 
and pointed argum ent of the Senator from Mon­ 
terey, 
th at 
the 
repeal 
would be beneficial. 
The Senator from Marin nettled no excuse for voting 
as he did on this question, and he thought th at he 
would have done better if he had not lost himself in 
the debris of scientific explanations. 
The speaker 
related an anecdate of Senator Nye of Nevada, as 
illustrating Mr. Sears’s position. 
He said th at Mr. 
Parks had'been rudely, vulgarly, and in a cowardly 
m anner, insulted on the floor of the Senate. 
He 
hail heard the testim ony relative to the Drainage 
Commission elicited bj* the Irrigation Committee, 
and the rum ors of malfeasance in office which hail 
been dimly alluded to by Seuator Glascock had not 
been sustained. 
Mr. Wendell commenced a speech in favor of the 
bill, bu t ere he had proceeded far in his rem arks 
the President declared a recess. 


A fte r n o o n S e ssio n . 
The Senate reassembled at 2 r. m., President pro 
tern. Johnson in the chair. 
Mr. Z uce informed th e Senate th at he had ascer­ 
tained th at t'..«re was not sufficient money in the 
contingent fund for the week's pav-roll. 
He accord­ 
ingly asked permission to introduce the following 
bill out of order : 
« 
An Act to provide a contingent fund f3r the Leg's- 
lature. 
On motion of the author of the bill, it a as ordered 
on file. 
Mr. Wkxdp.ll moved th at all special orders be con­ 
tinued to the same hours on to morrow. Carried. 
Mr. Wesdeli. resumed his interrupted argum ent. 
He reviewed the operations which liad been con­ 
ducted by the Drainage Commission sir.ee th e pas­ 
sage of the A ct sought to be repealed and stam ped 
them as a failure. 
He read data relative t*j the 
am ounts which had been derived under the debris 
law from the State at large and from the different 
counties comprising Drainage Dis rict No. 1. 
He 
quoted from the rep jrts cf the engineers and com­ 
m ented thereon. 
He read the report of the Com­ 
mission in a critical way, and drew attention to 
the fact th at while they had itemized the expendi­ 
tures of the State Engineer's office, they deemed it 
unnecessary to ac count for the various items of 
expense in the construction < f dams and levees, hut 
had merely given 
the 
g ran 4 total. 
He also 
poiuted to the fact th at had it not been for the 
testimony elicited during the progress of the investi­ 
gation carried on by the Irigation Committee, the 
Legislature m ight still be unaware th at the total 
cost of contracts let by the Commission great!v 
exceeded the am ount given by them in their report. 
The speaker, after giving a graphic description of 
the terrific floods which descended from the moun­ 
tains 
and 
devastated 
the 
valleys 
below, 
pointed to the Sacramento in a figurative wav, 
as it stretched likea silvery thread through the waste 
of waters, and claimed th a t it was folly to believe 
th at snch a sea could ever have been carried to the 
bay through the channels 
of the river. 
He 
pointed to defects 
in the 
debris 
law, and 


averred th at the swamp lands which 
would 
receive the 
greatest 
benefit from the 
opera­ 
tions under the Act would paj* the sm allest taxes, 
in consequent*» of the suiall valuation for which 
they were assessed, not to exeeei three dollars per 
acre. 
He also dem urred to the alm ost limitless 
power conferred by the measure under discussion 
upou the Drainage Commission. 
That power might 
be abused. The very principle on which ail legis­ 
lation was based was in direct opposition to the 
theory underlying this Commission. 
Experience 
had taught that it w as unsafe to intrust any men 
or man with absolute power. The speaker also 
called attention to the ease with which the Com­ 
mission could apply the public money to private 
benefit by building levees on the lands of individual 
owners, as they had the right to do under the law. 
Mr. G lascock referred to the assertions made by 
previous sjieakers to the effect that he had set on 
foot an investigation without cause, and had fiiled 
to substantiate any of the charges against the Di­ 
rectors, which he had based upon the statem ents 
made to him by others. He denied these assertions, 
and claimed that, had the testim ony taken before 
the committee been printed, as he had wished, he 
would be able to show that his statem ents prior to 
the exam ination were justifica and corroborated by 
the evidence of 
Mike B rjta and others. 
He 
testified to the impartial m anner in which witnesses 
had been examined by the Chairman of the Irriga­ 
tion Committee, and made a brief argum ent in favor 
of the repealing bill. 
Mr. B u rt said th at the repeal of this bill m eant 
the stoppage of mining operations. 
He granted 
th at the State liarl the power to stop the workings 
of mines tem porarily, but he did not believe th a t it 
had the power to stop them perm anently. 
It had 
been said by one of our biggest statesm en that the 
mines of California did not belong to the State of

They belong to the United States, and 
while the General Government had granted to the 
State the right to regulate the workings of the 
mines, it never had granted and never would grant 
the right of the State to stop those workings en­ 
tirely.

California had done more than any other one thing 
towards putting down the late rebellion and m ain­ 
taining the credit of the country with foreign coun­ 
tries since its close, and bad placed the finances of 
the Government on their present solid basis. 
But 
the people of the East look coldly U|>on any suffer­ 
ings th at m ight be visited upon the people of Cali­ 
fornia. The experiences of the last few years of the 
Chinese question duly dem onstrates th at fact, and 
the speaktr did not believe th at the people or the 
United 
States Government w ouia consent to 
the entire stoppage of mining, 
tven though 
it 
destroyed 
one-half 
of 
the 
arable land 
of 
the 
State. 
He 
was 
satisfied 
from 
the reports of the engineers and from his own 
experience th at there was already detritus enough 
held in the ravines and canyons of the mountains to 
lay this whole valley desolate and to destroy every 
town and village that the waters could possibly 
reach. 
lie believed iu giviug the plans of the engi­ 
neer a fair trial, and thought that the people m ight 
well bear the taxes resulting from them in consider­ 
ation of the benefits derived. 
Mr. G o rm a n referred to the fact th at when the 
debris bill w’as up for consideration one year ago he 
had voted again t it, and so could not be accused of 
inconsistency in voting for its repeal. He opposed it 
at the la n session because it would prove a failure, and 
he opposed it this tim e because he knew th at it was 
a failure, and believed th »t the money of the people 
of the State m ight a9 well be thrown into the bay, us 
to be exjiended in such a manner. 
He sympathized 
with the distresses of the people of the valley, an«i 
was wi ling to do all he could for them as an indi­ 
vidual, b u t,as a Senator, he thought it was his duty 
to represent the wishes of his constituents ip favor 
of the repeal. 
Mr. R yan said th at while as an individual he was 
opi>osed to the bill, be felt it bis duty, in conse­ 
quence of the wishes of his constituents, to vote for 
its pa sage. 
He had votid for the debris bill at the 
last session, and at th at tim e believed In the suffi­ 
ciency and practicability of the plans proposed by the 
engineers. 
He believed in them still. 
Mr. C o n g er spoke in advocacy of the bill, and 
gave his reasons therefor. 
Mr. D ic k in so n also defended it. 
Mr. K a n e proclaimed himself in its favor. 
Mr. J o h n so n said that unless there was some other 
Senator who w ished to s{>cak, he desired to close the 
debate on his side. 
Mr. E n o s said th at he did not desire to address 
the Senate at present, but would claim the right to 
reply if personal considerations prom pted him to 
do so. 
Mr. J ohn son then made an eloquent and im­ 
pressive argum ent in opposition to the bill, during 
the course of which he briefly summed up and 
answered the main ¡»oints made by those who had 
spoken in its favor. 
Mr. H il l said that if there were not other fnend9 
of the hid who desired to speak, he would close the 
debate. 
He sai«l th at the statem ent made by Mr. 
Johnson on the day previous, to the effect th at he 
was opposed to some of the provisions of the bill 
sought to be repealed, spoiled the effect of his elo­ 
quence to dav.

The Committee on Elections reported back A. R.

The Committee on W ater Rights and Drainage 
presented the following re p o rt: 
Your Committee on W ater Rights and Drainage, 
to whom was referred A. Bs. 4 and 5, entitled an Act 
to repeal an Act to promote drainage, approved 
April 23, 1880, beg leave to make the follow ing re­ 
port : Your committee have, in pursuance of a reso­ 
lution adopted by the Assembly,instituted an inves­ 
tigation, which has been tucli as to cover the entire 
subject. 
We have taken soruo 700 folios of testi­ 
mony and heard a num ber of witnesses for and 
against the bills. 
We find : 
F irst—That the entire cost of work done under 
the direction of the Board of Directors, under the 
provisions of the Act above mentioned, according to 
the sworn statem ent of the Secretary « f the Board 
and the estim ates of the engineers, has been ^470,- 
718 52. Ot this amount the contractors have already 
received in w arrants $320,321 18, leaving a balance 
of $150,397 34 6till due them . 
Tliis is exclusive of 
repairs rendered necessary* by ihe fl'ods, the esti­ 
mates for which have not yet been received. They 
will not, however, m aterially swell the aggregate. 
Second—That this money was expended in the 
construction of dams for the impounding of m ining 
debris—one on the Bear river at a cost <>f $73,591 44, 
and one on the Yuba river at a cost of $121,069 84 : 
levee on the south side of the Y’uba river above the 
railroad, $19,744 50 *, levee 011 the south side of the 
Yuba river at its mouth, $21,450 35; brush work on 
the Yuba river at various points, $21,921 34 ; levee 
work on the north side on the Yuba river, Brown's 
Valley grade, $*3,771 32: levee on north side of 
Bear river, at Johnson’s crossing, 822,968 30; levee 
on Bear river at Webstei s crossing, $21,259 98: 
levee on Bear river, upper south side, $32,861 50; 
Bear river, lower south side, $12,754 11: Bear river, 
north side railroad bridge (the Long Bridge), $12,­ 
152 34 ; levee on the Sacramento river above Wash­ 
ington, $8,377 14 *, levee on the Saramento, Tod- 
hunter's break, $4,065 21; Y'uba river, citizens’ 
kvec, $12,985 50 ; levee on Feather river, west side, 
opposite Nicolaus, $28,106; levee on R eir river, 
north side (Long Bridge toO kley’s), $8,717 39; levee 
on Sacramento river, foot cf V street, $6.031 18;

It will thus be seen, th at of the $470,71» expended 
in the construction and reformation of levees, recti­ 
fying channels, etc., only $194,661 2S were expended 
in the construction of brush dams. 
Third—As to the financial management of the 
work, your committee are of the opinion th at it 
could not have been placed in safer hands. 
From 
the testim ony of reliable witnesses it has been con­ 
clusively established that the contracts have invari­ 
ably been let to the lowest bidders after having been 
fully advertís d, and the awards were made openly 
and publicly in the presence of the bidders. During 
the whole course of the investigation, while some 
witnesses have attacked the policy an J wisdom of 
the Legislature and assorted the impracticability of 
the scheme, no one has even hint*d at anything 
like collusion or mismanagement in the financial 
affairs ; and your committee are fully satisfied th at 
not a dollar of the money has been misspent or 
misappropriated. 
On this point we respectfully 
direct your attention to the sworn testim ony of 
Charles M. Cogían as to the m anner of lei ti.ig con­ 
tracts, approving hills and certifying to the same. 
Fourth—Your committee, in considering A. Bs. 4 
and 5, have considered as well th e report of the 
State Engineer, and the testim ony of the Consuming 
and ResiileDt Engineers as to the policy and feari 
bility of the work undert »k-.n by the Commission. 
We have likewise taken testim ony oi experts as to 
the works now in process c-f construction under the 
direction cf the Commission, in the fulfillment of an 
Act to prom ote «drainage. 
From the consider; tion 
of such reports and testim ony, your com m ittee ar- 
rivj^ at the following conclusions : 
^ T h a t the recommendations cf the engineers are 
wise, and that the benefits to flow from the works 
planned and projected by them will be substantial 
and perm anent, not only to the people of the dis­ 
trict, but to the State, in this, th at valuable prop­ 
erty w ill be saved from destruction, and a vast in­ 
crease in the taxable property of the State will result 
in the near future. 
2. In the opinion of your committee, unless the 
system of drainage contem plated by the State E n­ 
gineer. or some other sim ilar system, shall be carried 
out, the navigation of these rivers m ust in tim e be 
wholly destroyed and the harbor and bay cf San 
Francisco will be in im m inent danger of bei^g 
ruined. 


3. I our committee are of the opinion from the 
evidence before t hem th at while the system planned 
and inaugurated is one experim ental in its nature, 
th at system is based upon sound scientific prin­ 
ciples by such renowned engineers as Captain Eads, 
General Alexander and Colonel Mendell, and that 
the experim ent has not as j et had a fair trial. 
In 
this view it would in- our opinion be an unw ise act 
on the part of the Legislature of this State to repeal 
the Act in question. 
The sum of $479.000 has been 
expended thus far, and this expenditure will be 
almost wholly lost if the work is stopped at this 
time. 
And it m ust be remembered in this connec­ 
tion that the taxpayers of the m ining counties in­ 
cluded in this drainage district have paid of this 
am ount $50,171 as a w ater tax, besides their propor­ 
tion of the district tax am ounting to $50,331, 
while 
both 
the 
m iners 
and 
farm ers 
in 
the 
district, 
as 
well 
as 
all other property- 
owners, have contributed their share of the State 
tax. 
Thus one portion of the district has paid two 
taxes and the other portion three taxes. 
4. It is feared by some members of your com m it­ 
tee th at the absolute repeal of the Act to prom ote 
drainage m ight be productive of confusion and un­ 
certainty in regard to the collection of the delin­ 
quent taxes. 
5. From the testimony of the State Engineer and 
the recommendations of the consulting engineers, 
as well as from the testimony of the experts, your 
committee are led to believe m at the works planned 
and begun will accomplish all that they are intended 
to accomplish, and that the evils and mischiefs in­ 
tended to be remedied by the Act are such as to 
demand at the hands of the people of this State the 
application of some efficient remedy, and if the pres­ 
ent efforts being prosecuted by the Commission to 
accomplish this result shall fail, then it would de­ 
volve upon the State as an imperative duty to 
adopt some other means to accomplish the same re­ 
sult.

AMAZING 
IGNORANCE. 


A Senator rose in his place yesterday to 
m ake a speech in favor o? repeating the 
D rainage A ct, and in th e course of it he 
observ. d th at in his opinion th e present 
inundation of th e Sacram ento valley de­ 
m onstrated the failure of the plans of the 
engineers. 
I t is not an easy m atter to deal 
w ith ignorance so dense and hopeless as 
this Senator exhibited. I t is unfortunately 
only too plain th a t he has wholly' m iscon­ 
ceived th e character and objects of the 
work3 which have been undertaken ; th a t 
he 
knows 
literally 
nothing 
about 
th e subject ; y et th a t he is willing to vote 
against th e continuance of m easures which 
he has not taken the pains to exam ine 
in th e m ost superficial m anner. 
W e are 
alm ost ashamed to recapitulate the ele 
mentary' facts w hich this Senator has failed 
to m aster, b u t since it is evidently neces­ 
sary it m ust be done. 
I t is not, then, and 
never has been, supposed by th e engineers, 
or intended, th a t th e brush dam s w hich 
th ey built would hold back the water. They 
were no t m eant to dim inish th e flow of 
th e rivers across w hich th ey were placed, 
and consequently th ey could n ot have made 
any difference w hatever to th e big h t of the 
w ater in the valley. 
How, therefore, the 
present inundation can be regarded as indi­ 
cating the failure of th e w orks, it is impossi­ 
ble to conceive. The dams were constructed 
for no other purpose th an to check the 
velocity of the current, and cause it to de­ 
posit th e heavier portion of th e debris it 
carried in solution. 
If th ey have accom­ 
plished th is th ey have entirely fulfilled 
th eir functions, and nothing more can be 
expected of them . 
T h at th ey have done 
thÍ3 has already' been proved in the clearest 
manner. 
I t 
scen.s fu rth er necessary to 
say th at th e plans of th e engineers have 
not y e t been half tested. 
Those plans 
com prehend sim ultaneous action upon the 
upper 
a id 
lower 
sections 
of 
th e 
rivers to be treated. 
They em brace a 
system of levees, of stopping superfluous 
channels and straightening tortuous ones, 
below this city, as well as a system of dams 
above. 
I t is absolutely impossible for any 
man to determine w hether these plans will 
pro ve unsuccessful until they have been fully 
tested. 
I t is perfectly safe to assume th at 
th ey will not fail, because th e principles 
adopted have often been applied elsewhere, 
and always w ith success, and because, 
w hich is the m ain consideration, th ey rest 
upon natural laws, th e uniform ity and per­ 
sistency of which are indubitable. 
N or 
w ould th e present failnre of 
th e dams, 
supposing th a t they had failed, 
be an 
argum ent against th e system of which 
th ey form only a sm all part. 
The problem 
to be solved is not m erely th e holding 
back of th e debris. It involves the restora­ 
tion of 
its fall carrying capacity to the 
Sacramento river ; and so high an author­ 
ity as C aptain E ads has stated in his report 
th a t if th e measures now in progress are 
carried o u t fnlly, th e Sacramento will 
c a n y whatever volume of w ater m ay be 
p u t into it w ithout breaking ou t of its 
banks. 
That is th e consummation to be 
sought, and so far is it from being true 
that the present flood Í3 a proof of the 
failure 
of 
th e 
engineer’s 
plans, 
th a t 
if 
those 
plans 
had 
been 
carried to 
completion before th e late storms, it is a 
ju s t assumption that the flood would not 
have happened a t all. 
It is to prevent 
such inundations th a t these works are de­ 
manded, and th a t th ey will produce th a t 
result we have th e m ost trustworthy g uar­ 
antees. 
W e reg ret to be compelled to 
take honorable gentlemen to task for th eir 
slipshod statem ents; b u t when men in 
whose hands great interests and great re­ 
sponsibilities rest neglect th e plain duty of 
informing them selves upon th e questions 
w hich they undertake to discuss and adju­ 
dicate, th ey have no rig h t to complain if 
th ey are rebuked for th e ir indolence and 
presum ption. 


Y esterday th e Assembly C om m ittee on 
W ate r E ights and D rainage subm itted 
th eir report on the debris question, -based 
on th e prolonged investigation held by 
them . 
T his report is a m ost em phatic 
vindication of th e action of th e D rainage 
Commissioners, and an equally positive 
and pronounced indorsem ent of the engi­ 
neering w orks in progress. The com m ittee 
say th a t th e financial m anagem ent of the 
work could not have beeu in b ette r h ands; 
th a t no trace or indication of corruption 
or m ism anagem ent has been developed ; 
and th a t “ not a dollar of th e m oney has 
“ been m isspent or m isappropriated.” They 
find th a t th e recom m endations of the en­ 
gineers are wise ; th a t th e benefits to be 
derived from th e w orks are substantial 
and p e rm a n en t; and th at these benefits 
will accrue “ no t only to th e people of the 
“ district, L ut to the S tate a t large,” in 
th e preservation of valuable property and 
a v ast increase in th e taxable w ealth of 
th e State. 
They believe th a t unless the 
present or some equally effective system 
of drainage is carried c u t 1L the navigation 
“ of this river m ust in tim e be w holly 
“ destroyed, and th e harbor and bay of 
“ San Francisco will be in im m inent dan- 
“ ger of being ruined.” 
T hey are of 
opinion, from th e evidence bufore them , 
th a t th e present system is based on sound 
scientific principles, and th a t the experi­ 
m ent “ has not y e t had a fair trial. ’ They 
suggest th a t th e repeal of th e D rainage 
A ct m ight create confusion and uncer­ 
tain ty in regard to th e collection of delin­ 
quent taxes. 
They are convinced th a t th e 
works begun and planned w ill “ aceom- 
“ plish all th at they arc intended to accom­ 
p l i s h , ’’ b ut they think it equally clear 
th a t if they should fail it w ould be “ the 
“ im perative d u ty of th e S tate to adopt 
“ some other m eans to accomplish the 
“ oame re su lt.” 
As a result of these con­ 
clusions the com m ittee “ recom m end th a t 
“ A ssem bly Bills 4 and 5, to repeal an 
“ A ct to prom ote drainage, be indefinitely' 


“ postponed,” 
H ere, then, we have a fresh proof of the 
fact th a t no body of ordinarily intelligent 
men can exam ine th is question candidly 
and dispassionately w ithout becom ing con­ 
vinced th a t the m easures which have been 
inaugurated are both necessary and wise, 
and th a t it Í3 the d u ty of th e State to 
carry them out. 
I t is very significant 
th a t every a tte m p t to investigate the sub­ 
jec t thu3 far has resulted in the same way. 
On th e one hand we find reckless declam a­ 
tion and denunciation by men who have 
n ot taken and will no t tak e th e pains to 
inform them selves 
a c c u rate ly ; 
on the 
other Land we see th a t the m om ent men 
resolve to inquire into it thoroughly they 
become converts to th e views w hich the 
engineers have advanced. 
The attem pts 
of the opponents of rem edial action to 
prejudice the case by casting suspicion 
upon th e honesty and com petency of the 
Drainage Commissioners, have only brought 
into sharper relief the strict in teg rity w ith 
w hich those gentlem en have discharged 
th eir duties. 
The efforts to ridicule the 
m ethods proposed have only resulted in 
dem onstrating the scientific soundness of 
th e principles relied upon, and in calling 
a U n ion to the positive indorsem ent of the 
scheme given by engineers of such assured 
reputation as G eneral A lexander, Colonel 
M eudell and C aptain Eads. 
W hen, as in this case, all th e results of 
candid inquiry, and all the «inclusions of 
science, point one way, th ere can remain 
no doubt as to w here th e rig h t lies. 
The 
S .ate acted wisely in calling to its aid the 
experience and skill of celebrated engineers, 
and having obtained th eir views, anti hav­ 
ing secured a plau of rem edial action ap­ 
proved by them , it w ould be childish folly 
to throw aw ay all th a t Las been thus 
gaiued, upon no b etter excuse th an the op­ 
position of blind ignorance, stupid preju­ 
dice, and th a t m iserable narrow -m inded­ 
ness w hich causes too m any people to sh u t 
th eir eyes to th eir own plainest interests 
w henever th ey cannot see th e direct and 
tangible advantage to them selves of pro­ 
posed legislation. 
A great question was never less ade­ 
quately treated th an th is has been b y its 
opponents. 
They have apparently had b u t 
one thought from first to last, and th a t 
was for th eir pockets. 
T he p altry tax 
of one-tw entieth of one per cent, levied 
upon them has elicited a howl of anguish, 
and sooner th an th a t they should be obliged 
to pay th is trivial am ount they hj.ve been 
■willing th a t the whole of th e Sacram ento 
V alley, th e navigable rivers, and the har­ 
bor of San Francisco, should be destroyed. 
I t is very certain th a t these people could 
never have m ade a S tate if left to them 
selves, for they have no t public spirit 
enough to organize a tow nship. 
If they 
had th eir way no section would ever be 
assisted by any other EectioD, b u t a t th e 
sam e tim e they w ould be eager to take 
w hatever was offered to them . 
T hus we 
find O akland, w hich has been bleeding the 
whole country for a harbor im provem ent of 
no present or prospective value to any soul 
outside its own lim its, is forw ard in shriek­ 
ing against th e reclam ation of th e Sac­ 
ram ento V alley, w hile it is safe to say th at 
every village and ham let th a t has protested 
through its local paper against th e works 
in progress w ould pester its Congressman 
to secure for it an appropriation draw n in ­ 
discrim inately from th e entire Union. 
The L egislature ought, however, to rise 
above this littleness and this inconsistency. 
I t is here to represent the whole State. 
I t must see that -the questions in issue 
affect the whole State ; that it is impossi­ 
ble for the remedies demanded to be ap­ 
plied by merely local taxation ; that the 
contributions asked from the State are to 
create new wealth, which when created 
will repay tenfold the present outlay ; that 
I if the measures in operation are repealed 
the destruction 
to 
ensue 
mu3t entail 
greatly increased taxation upon the whole 
State, because flourishing industries would 
. be destroyed, and large areas of cultivated 
land ruined. 
And seeing these things, it 
is the plain duty of every legislator who 
recognizes his responsibility not alone to 
the present, but to the future, to stand for 
the continuance of the remedial works 
which have been planned, and to vote 
down every effort to stop them.

MAYOR TURNER. 


A Full S tatem ent Concerning th e Finan­ 
cial C onditi.n of the City. 
In accordance with a bint in my card of 
this morning, I wish to make 3 statement to 
the citizens of Sacramento in reference to the 
debt. 
In m any respects it is a simple ques­ 
tion. in other? rather complex in its nature. 
I fiad, by conversing with various parties, 
th at there is a prevalent belief th at it can be 
gotten rid of in some way w ithout paying it 
in lull, either by absolute repudiation or by 
compromise. 
The fact is, it has been in a 
oh u.nel of compromise for several years past. 
S une 8750,000 is alrta lypaid and obliterated 
by the operation of w hat is k u o zu as the 
‘ Funded D ebt Commission,” but there is 
still left 81.10J.000 in bond?, and n<*erued in­ 
terest amounting tr some 8600,000. 
There j 
ir* a very vague and iuutfinite notion in the 
public luiuu as to how tui- debt was originally 
created. 
A ll have heard of the disasters 
against w hi.h this community h a bad to 
struggle in tr e e-iriy history of t: is c-ity. 
I t 
became apparent very early in its history 
th at w ithout some system of levee defenses 
it would be at the mercy of the annual flood. 
Cun.wqueutiy, prior to 1854, someSGOO.CdO Lad 
already been expended upon levees, whicn bad 
to bo m et by the issuance of bond? bearing ten 
per cent, per annum iotere?'. 
W atcr-w orks 
had to be constructed to supply water to the 
citizens, at an expense of something over 
8200,0JO, for which bonds tveie also issued, 
l a addition to tbi?, from one cause or other, 
the taxes raistd were utteiiy inadequate to 
meet the expenses of the city. 
This condition of things existed until the 
year 1858. 
The expenses ou it-vee.?, strc« ts, 
etc., were m et by an issuance i Í scrip, o ttr- 
i:ig a rate of interest varying from three to 
ten percent, per m onth, until the city became 
apparently hopelessly bankrupt. 
In the year 
1858 a bill was passed by the State 1, gisla- 
turs iticorpo aciug the city ami county ot 
Sacramento as one governm ent 
In th at bill 
it w as provided th a t the city should i ot only 
refund its banded debt, but also fund its 
fl c.tiug indebtedness. 
I t prcvidt.t f* r tee 
election of Commissioners to examine the 
claims against tha city, w ith p rarer to i and all 
that were found legitimate, and reject ad that 
were fraudu'ent; the rote cf interest heiug 
fixed at six per cent, per annum. 
This Ucni- 
mission funded of the old debt and fi rating 
indebtedness, as nearly as can be tocer.aiued, 
Sl.600.0t0. 
I t is claimed by citizens still 
living in Sacramento th at at least 8*100,000 
was reported against by an expert employed 
for the purpose as being absolutely iruudu- 
leut. 
The President of the Board of Oona- 
micsloners waited for some time for some 
citizen, or citizens, to e rj -in him iroin ¡.-suing 
bonds in those cases, but as no one appeared, 
they went over with the balance. 
I claim 
th at this m atter of fraud has no possible 
bearing upon our present relation to this 
debt. 
The fact is, these bonds were ¡-sued 
under the signature and seal of the properly 
constituted authorities of this m unicipality 
of th at day. 
The faith and credit of toe city 
were pledged to the interest and ultim ate re­ 
demption of these bonds. 
A t the same time, 
I am fully convinced that the conditions 
under which the parties into whose hands 
the bonds and scrip had naturally drifted 
were fully aware of the precariuus conditions 
under which they accepted them. 
The flood of 1862 swept away in one fell 
swoop nearly the whole of the $600,000 which 
had been put on the levees, besides effecting 
a featful depreciation of all private property 
in the city. 
The bonds at that time depreci­ 
ated to a point varyiug from 18 to 25 per 
cent, of their face ralue, and are mainly held 
to-day by parties who secured them at that 
price. 
In the year 1863 the city and county gov­ 
ernments separated. 
A new charter -svas 
adopted for the government of the city, 
which in m any respecls ignored the provi­ 
sions of the statute of 1858, under which the 
old debt was funded, 
and

n atu r­ 
ally 
the 
Trustees 
elce ed 
to

tiro charter of 
1863 followed its instructions rather than 
thcss of the incorporation A ct oí 1858, which

In the meantime improvements of one kind 
and another were urgently demanded, such 
as the establishm ent ot a regular police force 
and a more efficient system of common 
schools, street improvements, and a system of 
sewerage. a:l of which combined 1 1 render it

And as the cily was gradually 
recovering from its early disasters before the 
indomitable pluck and eneigy of those who 
had determined to make homes for themselves 
and a heritage for their children, or perith in 
the attem pt, the holders ot the bonds began 
to press their claim?, seeing, w ith the sharp 
eye characteristic of the tribe, th at what at 
one time m ust have sneired to them aluirst 
worthless was fast appreciating, and in a few 
years, at most, would be at par. to far as the 
Ponds were concerned, let the fate of the in­ 
terest be w hat it might. 
There were thote 
here who saw tbis too, and a? a checkmate 
move founded, by A ct of the L eridature, the 
“ Funded DebtOomtni-siou,” wi.icb,as above 
stated, has, since 1872, bought in round num­ 
bers ¿750,066, and if it is allowed to go on 
may yet be a means very useful to the final 
exterm ination of the debt. 
A rd now a 
few words as

A t the clo e of the last year 
we were threatened with a number of liar- 
rnssing suits to be trough; to prevent the 
statute of limitations making void the u n ­ 
paid interest prior to 1877, it being c needed 
on all hands th a t that could be done should 
the city be pushed to extremes. 
Judge 
Beatty called a num ber of_ citiz-ms together 
to consider the situation. H e having been in 
constant communication w ith the city’s cred­ 
itors, his opinion of their tem per had great 
weight. The funding of the beck interest was 
disces-ed and m et with n.i faver ; and here 
let me say the Trustees have no tangible 
proposition from them —i e., the bondhold­ 
er?—even to fund the back interest, to say 
nothing of the bands. 
The proposition to 
fund the inti rest appears to me quite inde­ 
fensible under the present circumstances. 
A 
correspondent of the 
to-day a?ks five 
questions, which I think were mainly an­ 
swered in my card this morning, but I will, 
as briefly as I can, answer them : 
First—Not that I am aware of. 
Second—Neither a majority, nor a minor­ 
ity. nor a single creditor, has expressed his 
willingness to refund at 50 per cent, on the 
dollar. 
Third—I should say it would. 
Fourth—No. 
It is proposed to pay one 
y ear's interest, commencing with 1877, allow­ 
ing all interest prior to that and ali ahead of 
it ‘o be bought up on the best possible terms. 
I will answer the fifth (faesti in by asking 
" X ” if ho held a note against me for $100 
bearing 6 par cent, interest per annum, and 
he came to me six months b fore the note 
was dne »n3 offered to surrender the note on 
conditi *n that I gave him a note for 850 
bearing 5 per cent, interest, if I would not be 
a fool it I did not accept it. 
The fact is, no bondholder and no agent of 
any bondholder has ever made any such 
proposition to the Trustees. 
The City Trus­ 
tees, at the request of a Drge number of citi­ 
zen?, and some of the largest taxpayers, 
adopted a resjlntion, published inlast eight’s 
Ben, that being considered the only way of 
preventing the suits by which we were 
threatened. 
The city has net only beeu 
threatened, but has to a certain extent sus­ 
tained a di.-i'ter which has s i cited in the 
minds of citizens a doubt as to whether it 
would be prudent to levy a tax in accordance 
with that agreement. But the question arises 
as to whether we can honorably avoid it ? I 
am fully aware that in order to make our 
levee defense? absolutely impregnable, so as 
to destroy this annual dread of the destruction 
of our homes and property by flood, it will be 
necessary for the city to expend comparative­ 
ly large sums. Our levee on the front must be 
raised, and on the north raided and widened, 
Our drain.age must be very largely improved, 
whether as a protection from storm waters 
or sewage. 
_ 
I can oaly say in conclusion that tha Trus­ 
tees are not only willing, but anxious, to have 
the advice of their fellow-citizeus in the con­ 
duct of all matters pertaining to the best in­ 
terest of rhe city.

The following additional communication 
has been received upon the subject of the city 
sewage and drainage: 
E d s. R ecord U nion : A t the time when 
! we suffer from our mistakes it is well to plan 
now to avoid like sufferings in the future, 
j The present situation of the drainage ques­ 
tion emphasizes the suggestion of the cistern 
aud the pump. Suppose a cistern forty or 
fifty feet in diameter sunk thirty feet below 
the gTound somewhere below R-street levee, 
near the river, connected and made water­ 
tight, and coming rp high enough above the 
ground to keep out all surface w ater; then 
suppose the contents of all the sev.-ers in the 
city to be united in a cross-main near 11 
street, and discharged into the cistern twenty 
feet below the surface of the ground. In 
that case the sewers of the city, when ad­ 
j ted to the new grade, w mid have about 
three times their present fail, which would 
give them admirable carrying capacity, and 
free them from liability of being choked by 
deposits.

within tiva or six feet of the parties when 
Glaneey caught hold of Gray, and declares 
that she saw the entiie proceedings.

positive that there was no blow, or scuffle, or 
fight, nor any interchange of loud, harsh 
words.
